ARMISTICE DAY

Tomorrow is Armistic Day. Just twenty-one years 
ago the first armistice was signed. It was signed be- 
cause the war machines of either side were tired and dis- 
gusted with their futile and wasteful efforts. It was 
signed as a means for obtaining a few moments of re- 
spite from the intense ordeal of manslaughter which 
was getting to the nauseating point. It was signed for 
every reason other than the one reason for which it was 
intended --- to insure permanent, endurable peace --- 
and the result is a road that is leading almost directly 
to chaos. Not many years have elapsed since that event- 
ful day, and once more the nations are at each other’s 
throats; this time they are in a battle that may take on 
aspects even more severe and terrible than the last. 

What fools we mortals be! That there is a great 
deal of truth in this statement is quite obvious to all 
when we consider the fallacies and weaknesses of hu- 
man nature. Since the beginning of time, with the slay- 
ing of Abel by Cain, to the soldier being shot down this 
very moment out on the western front, man has been 
face to face with facts, logical, comprehensible facts of 
the utter uselessness and folly of attempting to gain by 
bloodshed and murder a bit of material wealth. And 
man, with all his knowledge, his culture, his science, 

*with all his avowed “love of brotherhood,” and_ his 
Christian up-bringing, has done little or nothing to dem- 
onstrate his abilities in decencies. 

When Puck made known his famous saying, 
“What fools we mortals be”, the appropriateness of it 
could readily be seen by everyone. Only a man bereft 
of his proper senses would want to fight, to steal, to kill 
his fellow man. But all of us are not bereft of our 
senses, you say. Then why do we allow a few ring- 
leaders to influence us into doing what we know we 
should not do --- for instance, to go to a war of aggres- 
sion against weaker and innocent nations, nations who 
naturally must have their own standards to uphold, 
their idealsand morals to defend with flesh and blood 
individuals like ourselves. 


ARMISTICE DAY

Tomorrow, Saturday, November 11, is Armistice 
Day, and our nation celebrates the day the World War 
ended (1914-1918). On Armistice Day we honor those 
who fought, suffered, and died because they believed 
they were fighting for democracy in a ‘“‘war to end all 
wars.” That they fought in vain does not detract from 
their purpose. 

At the present time a large portion of Europe is 
engaged in another war. Their propaganda is differ- 
ent, but their war aims are the same. They would bring 
this nation into the present war. Let us hold fast to our 
purpose to stay out of quarrels between European na- 
tions and steadfast in our determination to preserve 
peace. Let us heed the words of George Washington, 
who said, “‘Nothing is more essential than that perman- 
ent, inveterate antipathies against particular nations and 
passionate attachments for others shall be excluded, and 
that, in place of them, just and amicable feelings toward 
all should be cultivated.

He taught mathematics and as- 
tronomy for a couple of years at 
Ventura junior college, and came 
here to Salinas jaysee in 1930 to 
become registrar and dean of 
men. 

For three years he was presi- 
dent, in 1935, 1936, and 1937. 
Then, when the new building 
was erected, he decided to resign 
to head the science department. 
In 1935, he married Miss Wylie,

who is nearly two-and-a-half 
years. old, and who is the boss 
at home, he claims.
